After the adoption mid promulgation of the list of works finally 
'determined upon by the C-inrnisaion of Engineers, for tbe season of 
]874-'75, it was found necessary l>v that Commission, in consequence 
of new 'additional cavings of the river banks in various places, to 
extend, in some instances, tbe levees previously ordered, thereby 
increasing the quantities at first allotted to the various works in- 
cluded in the original list, and, in other instances, to order entirely 
new levees. 

These additions involved tho consequent necessity of increasing 
the aggregate of tlio list already ordored, and also of encroaching 
upon, or anticipating, tbe provision for tbe next succeeding season, 
namely, that of l875-'7ti; which power is vested in the Commission 
of Engineers, in accordance with article 13, seefcion 2, paragraph 1, 
of Act No. 43 of the General Assembly, approved March 6, 1875. 

Under the provisions of the above stated authority, the Com- 
mission of Levee Engineers ordered, and this Commission have 
inspected and certified to, the following list of levees, to be cred- 
ited to the account of the Louisiana Levee Company for the year 
1875-76:

by law. 

We would also here respectfully call attention to tlie fact that the 
amount appropriated by tho Inst Legislature to pay the salary of 
the secretary of this Commission is iu tho list of injunctions 
ordered by the Superior Court.
